THE ANNOUNCEMENT THAP-THE Nobel Peace Prize for 1949: had 
been awarded to Lord Boyd Orr, was received with interest in this country. 
An outstanding agriculturalist and the director-general of the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the United Nations from 1946 to 1948, Lord 
Boyd Ort is known to many people here. He has long advocated a world 
food board to combat hunger, and for a plan by which the distribution of 
food would be based on the needs of the people rather than upon economic 
considerations. [It is believed that it was for this leadership in social 
thought he was awarded the Peace Prize, although the Nobel committee 
does not give the reasons for which the winners are selected.

It is with satisfaction that his friends in Canada, and others who 
have followed his work through the years, learned that he had won the 
Nobel Prize for Peace in 1949.
